Satire is a weapon of the Inigheft 
utility in virtuous hands ; when it 1s em 
ployed, as itever ought to be, againil vice 
alone. When ignorance makes pretences 
beyond its juft claims, when wickedneis 
wears the garb of honeily, when it is the 
principle weapon of an antagonift, Satire 
mav become a fhield to Truth and a {word 
to Virtue. Though'to the high charaéters 
who are the daily fubje&ls of the imbecile 
fatiric attempts of a Duane, fuch attempts 
may be as untelt as the bite of an ephe- 
meron on the end of the finger nail, yet 
when truth demands and juftice direfts the 
{pear of ridicule, it becemes a juftifiable, a 
neceflary inflrument : but knowingly and 
wilfully to flart a tear in the eye of inno- 
cence, is the partof a fcoundiel,

Experiments in Agriculture. 


EXPERIMENT IY. 





AN FIELD of fifteen acres, a 
light loam, was in April 1784, fowed with 
barley and clover ; the produce only 20 
buthels to the acre, the ground not having 
been fufficiently manured, In 4785 tt 
produced a ‘e firft and a tolerable fe- 
cond crop of clover. In 1786, the firft 
crop but tolerable, the fecond very indif- 
ferent, & therefore paftured. Inthe {pring 


not renew the clover—inm the month of 
April the whole field wes covered with 
Gypfum, fix bufhels to the acre, except 
the width of 20 feet through the middle of 
the field. St. John’s wort, mullin, and 
other weeds had taken {uch pofleffion of 
the ground, that although the manure pro- 
duced a great luxuriancy of grafs, yet be- 
ing tull of weeds it did not anfwer tor hay ; 
and therefore was paftured till O&. 1788, 
the whole was then ploughed eight inches 
decp, with a ftrong three horfe Dutch- 
plough ; in April 178g it was well harrow- 
ed, and crofs ploughed four inches deep 


fod at the bottom, 

The field was fown with {pring barley ; 
et harveft the difference of the crop was af- 
tonifhingly great in favor of the part, where 
Gyp(um had been put two years before.

Theophilus Parfons has been announc- 
ed, by fome faftidious foreigners, as the 
only lawyer, in the genuine, and moftex.

produced. This is faying too much—Heis, 
indifputably, the firft the moft learned inau- 
thorities, the moft powerful in argument, 
of the greateft ingenuity in, foiling his op- 
ponent—Ofta wit, impromptu and farcaf- 
tic, While his aftonifhing mind, always at 
home, now plunging into the deep and in- 
tricate recefles of unexplored jurifprue 
dence, then lightly fkimming round the 
flowery fields of fancy, ever fuperior, and 
never trivial, even in trifles, with a beart 
of benevolent feelings, untainted by ava. 
rice, and unwarped by ambition, a mor- 
ality unimpeached and unfufpeéied, anda 
temper marked by forbearance and good 
humour, that difarms enmity, and turns 
afide the arrows of profeMional envy and 
rivalfhip, it were to be prefumed that ref- 
peét and affe€lion, like handinaids, would 
attend, and honours would court his ac- 
ceptance. This is not found, and whyit 
is not, would, toa merely {peculative un- 
cerflanding, appear ebfurd or nugatory. 
Sul!, for aman, thus endowed, thus dig: 
nified, there remain private refpeét, indi- 
vidual affeGtion, and univerfal applauie. 
Were this a world of angels, i might be 
thus; but Theophilus Parfons, with- 2 
mind, in which the amiable, the great, 
and the good, are biended, has conftiiu- 
tional negligencies, chara€teriftic peculiar-

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ities, and incidental! deficiencies. Whe nce 
thofe who thrink from his fuperiority, take 
fhelter in his imperfe&ions, and derive 
confolation from the blemifhes, that appear 
to mingle with his attributes.

fex, which refines and civilizes, no atten- | 
tions are lavifhed upon his perfon, no re- | 

ard beftowed upon the decorums of fafh- 
ion, and though not naturally ugly, he be-

cafion, as laid before the prefident by 
the Secretary of the Navy, November 
13, 1804. 


On the 31 January, 1804, Commo. 


| dore Preble \ying with bis iquadron in the 








harbour ot Syracufe, gave orders to Lieu. 
tenant Charies Stewart, commanding the 
brig Syren, of fixreen guns, and to Lieu. 
tenant Stephen Decatur, jyn, command. 
ing the ketch Intrepid, of four guns and 
feventy five men, to proceed to Tripoli, 
and to deftroy the frigate Philadelphia, of 
forty-tour guns, then lying in the harbour 
ot Tripoli. Lieutenant Decatur bad or. 
ders to enter the harbour tn the night, 
board and fet fire to the Philadelphia, and 
lieutenant Stewart was ordered to take the 
beft poffible pofition without the harbour, 


to cover the retreat. 


Under thefe orders they proceeded ime 
mediately to the cozfi ot Tripoli, but ow. 
ing to very heavy gales of wind, that ufu- 
a!ly prevail there in the winter feafon, the 
enterprize could not be undertaken until 
the 16th February, when Licutenant Stew. 
art paving taken the belt pefhbdle pefition 
to cfledt the objeét of his initruttions, Le 
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Decatur, at 7 o'clock in the night, enter- 
ed the berbour of Tripoli, boarded and 
took poffeflion of the Pailadelphia. 

This frigate at the time fhe was boarded 
had all “her guns mounted and charged, 
and lying within hali gun fhot of the ba- 
fhaw’s cafile, and off his principal battery. 
Two Tripolitan craifers were lying with- 
in two cables fengthon the flarboard quar- 
ter, and feveral gun-boats within half gun 
fhot of the Rtarboard bow—and all the bat- 
teries on fhore were opened upen the af- 
failants ; about twenty men ot the Phila. 
delphia were killed, a large boat ful! got 
off, and one man was made prifoner. 

After baving gained poffeflion of the 
frigate, ‘Uieutenant Decatur fet fire to her 
flore rooms, gun room, cockpit and birth- 
deck, and with a firmnefs highly honora- 
ble to him, his officers and men, they re- 
mained on board until the flames had iflu- 
ed from the ports of the gun-deck and the 
hatchways of the {par-deck, and they con- 
tinued in the ketch along fide the trigate 
until the fire had communicated to her rig- 
ging and tops. 

Lievtenart Decatur did not lofe a man, 
and had but one {lightly wounded.

gentleman who was an eye witnefs of the 
whole tranfaétion. It would feem that 
two untortunate Frenchmen, together with 
fome mulattoes, had been introduced on 
board this vefle! (probably with the know!- 
edge of all the officers) and fecurely 
flowed away under deck with the cargo. 
By iume means, information reached 


Chriftophe that they were concealed on 
board. Mr. Lynch the fupercargo, and 
Capt. Gibfon being on fhore,’ declared 
their ignorance of any perfons being con. 
cealed on board. The commander in chief 
immediateiy difpatched a guard of fol- 
diers on. board the fhip, who tore up the 
deck over the heads of the unfortunate fu. 
gitives, and together with Mr. Tate, (he 
being the commanding officer then ‘on 
board) forced them on fhore. On their 
landing upon the wharf, the untortunate 
American faw but too plainly the fate 
which awaited him, and addrefled himtelf 
to his amazed countrymen, he exclaimed, 
‘* Americans! will you fee me thus drag. 
ged to execution like a cog, and no one 
ftep forward to affert my innocence.” — 
** Yes,” faid one, (a, Mr. Smith, fuper- 
cargo of avelfel trom Bslimore) ‘1 wil! 
{peak for you !”—inftantly a fentinel was 
ordered to run him through with his bayo. 
net, but he efcaped by [pringing into his 
boat and inftantly pufhing off. The prif- 
oners were then led up tothe public {cales ! 
Mr. Tate and 2 Frenchmen had_ halters 
placed about their necks, mounted this 
temporary fcaffuld, and were precipitately 
launched into eternity ! The arms of. the 
Frenchmen were pinioned, but thofe of 
Mr. Tate were left untied, and in his 
firuggies he repeatedly caught hold of the 
cord by which he was fufpended, and en- 
tirely removed it trom his throat, the cord 
pafling round his chin and the back ot his 
neck—in this manner he expired! As he 
mounted the ladder, he faid ‘* Americans ! 
Americans ! I die this ignominious death— 
tor duly executing my orders !”’ The teel- 
ings of the Americans on this occafion 
may be more readily felt than defcribed.

fhall hereafter be

the fame, fhall be on beard of- any foreiga 
armed vetlel, in any port or harbour ot the 
United States, or in the waters within the 
jurifdi€iion of the United States, it fhall be 
the duty of any judge or juftice of any 
court of the Upited States, or any judge 
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or juftice of any ftate court, orany mayor 
of acity, uffon ftatistattory proof thereof 
to him made, to ilfue his warrant {pecity- 
ing the nature of the offence, and direfled 


toa theriff or maifhall, commanding him 


to take the body ot the offender, and brin 

him before the {aid judge or juftice, or 
other perfon as aforefaid, to he dealt with 
according to law. And if the officer,
